JUDGE’S CHARGE 

At the beginning of Ms charge to 
the Jury Mr Justice Rose said tha* 
when the Jurors had undertaken to 
adjudicate the case they had begun 
by taking an oath \o "well and truly 
try" the case He desired to lay atreas 
on the oath because It was an abso¬ 
lutely accurate definition of their duty. 
He had had occasion to refer to this 
duty at times during the trial and he 
made no apology for It because it 
was absolutely impossible to do that 
duty unless rhere wss persent In tlylr 
minds a realisation of the acope of tha 
task before them 

The issues joined were defined by 
the pleadings in the case. The Issues 
were to be tried on the evidence and a 
true verdict was to be given on that 
| evidence. It was not to be based on 
any idea the Jurors might have had be- 

I thought. Judge and Jury ware part of 
I the organisation set up for administra- 
tion of Justice In this case While the 
Jurp was responsible for the facts of 
! the case, the Judge's part waa with tha 
law. 

"My duty is to tell you what tha law 
is that you have to apply." said tha 
j Judge. "Your duty as regards the Inw 
l Ls to take It from me. 1 may err in my 
statement of law. If I do I can be set 
right by the Court of Appeal at the in¬ 
stance of the perso^ prejudiced by my 
error. 

MANNER OP PROOF 

"Then I have another duty. I am 
botrnrt ro ctrHrtr what facts may ba 
proved and how they may be proved. 
Thoae are matters of law. I am re¬ 
quired when nn objection Is taken to 
any bit of evidence on the ground 
that it Is not relevant, to look at tha 
Issue and attempt to sea if It is rele¬ 
vant. If it Is not. then 1 am bound 
to exclude It; but If evidence Is rele¬ 
vant I am bound to pass upon the pro¬ 
posed mode of proof to sec If It Is right 
or not by law."

No foundation for these fears has developed. Ger¬ 
many need not expect any easier terms of settlement 
as long as Poincare controls French policy ; but there 
is nothing on the international horizon which indi¬ 
cates that any sort of senous trouble is likely to worry 
them. Future events of quite a different nature may 
dictate the advisability of revising the Treaty of Ver- 
rerrifct u eventv -adnch -Juay . ^iucoce £vcn one so 
adamant as Poincare. 

Meanwhile, of course, the Government, with a 
new lease of life, will be able to continue its financial 
policies and the country can dispose of any fears which 
it might have had on the score of Communistic ac¬ 
tivity.

Reacting from years of repression in Russia, the 
Jewish women settlers In Palestine sought for them¬ 
selves equality of Industrial opportunity iu the fields 
of their regained homeland. Miss Hersteln found 

"The more radical women." she reported, "imbued 
with the newer' Ideals of revolutionary Europe, have 
thrown their lot In with the gejoeral labor movement, 
which has developed since the wsr with remarkable 
rapidity and they are demanding the right to partici¬ 
pate in the whole activity of the new venture 

"Although women had had practically no training 
in farming, they objected to being relegated to the 
kitchen." Miss Hersteln wrote in the bulletin of the 
Chicago Women'll Trade Union League "They wanted 
to work in the fields and insisted that field and house 
work be divided equally between men and tiroraen." 

To give women the training for tbe work of their 
chplce. seven co-operative agricultural colonies for girls 
have been established Each girl cultivates Intensively 
a little over sn sere "Qualified women agriculturists." 
Miss Hersteln sold, "ore In complete charge of tbe 
colonies and carry tbe entire responsibility for ad¬ 
ministration The girl students strive to make their 
colonies self-supporting even to the point of stinting 
themselves on food. Each year a few tlrls are “gradu¬ 
ated' and go out to work In the permanent colonies "

not be marred in the slightest by the removal 
of every stick of merchantable timber in its 
vicinity, since the plateau is so high that it is 
destitute of valuable trees. There are > only 
the ghost-like, gnarled and picturesque pines and 
jumpers, which might well be the spirit trees 
of dead forests. 

Realising the great value of this parl( area, 
particularly since it adjoins the Strathcona Park, 
and affords a comparatively easy way into the 
peaks of that great stretch of mountain country, 
strenuous efforts have been made of .late to' 
acquire this portion of the E. & N. Railway belt 
for Dominion park purposes. If it is acquired, 
a road to the plateau would be constructed

Scenic Marvels Thrill

Ilierc is a quaint story told of two young';

Wonderful Panorama From Mount 
Albert Edward, 7,000-Foot Giant

The back slope of Albert Edward is red 
with snow. It sounds preposterous, but it is 
so. Sometimes this remarkable growth appears 
in the mountains of. British Columbia, but on 
Albert Edward it is common. It is something 
of a mystery to all but the students of Nature. 
As a matter of fact, the phenomenon is a sort 
of vegetable growth, blood-red in color, and 
covers gTcat patches of the mountain snow. 

Travelers there have mistakeii these red 
blotches for the scene of some wilderness carnage. 
A party, once asked if it had seen the red 
snow, declared that djfy had not. but that they 
had come across a place where it appeared a 
great number of animals had been killed, for

From the plateau, as far as the eye can 
see. stretches a sea of bell heather, purple, yellpw 
and white, with patches of hare’s tail and other 
alpine plants in endless variety and profusion.
